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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claims 1-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
WO 99/05209. 

The cited prior art discloses a PHA molding composition comprising a powdered 
material which may be metal, ceramic, or blends admixed with the PHA binder, and 
which is processed by techniques such as injection molding, slip casting, or extrusion. 
See pages 4-6, and 1 1 . It is the Examiner's position that the prior art composition have 
features and characteristics as claimed. 

2. Claims 1, 6-32, and 34-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by WO 94/1 1440. 

This prior art discloses a polymer composition containing PHA and metal 
compound. See pages 1-8. The prior art has features and characteristics as claimed.
